_What do we fiid? We have built 
up large and efficient organizations 
in Canada to deal with problems 
relating to the ravages of plant 
diseases and insect pests;. while, 
with few exceptions, we still con- 
sider weeds the incidental resjionsi- 
hility of a handful of botanists, 
agronomists, and other agricultural 
scientists, Thig j is not good enough. 
Our weed. problems are enormous, 
and many of them can only be 
solved by a well-organized and pro- 
perly directed program of research. 
In no field of agricultural research 
is there today a greater need for an 
organized national effort than in 
weed control. Weed control is, in 
fact, a national problem calling’ for 
national effort.

What can ‘be done about it? Well,’ 
losses of soil fertility in Western 
Canada can only be reduced if every 
farmer will follow certain definite 
pfactices which influence the fer- 
tility of his soil such as proper 
tillage, crop rotation, and the use oi 
manures and commercial fertilizers 

Tillage. "The use of summerfallow 
vesptlags which will kill. weeds and 
store moisture without destroying 

‘the structure of the soil particles: is 
important. However, the excessive 
tillage associated with fallowing one- 
half of the land each year (a one 
crop system; has a detrimenta) 

_ effect on soil structure, and eventu- 
lly leads to severe soil erosion— 
dust storms and gullies, 

Crop Rotation. The periodic use 
of grass-legume mixtures on different 
parts of the farm ig an excellent wa) 
to maintain and increase soil fer-’ 
tility.
